I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  during  the  year  1940. 


SECTION  I 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

The  birth  rate  of  16  per  1,000  population  is  lower  than  the  figure  for  1948 
when  it  was  17-1.  The  rate  is  slightly  lower  than  the  figures  for  the  aggregate 
of  West  Riding  Urban  Districts  and  for  England  and  Wales. 


Deaths 

There  were  140  deaths  in  1949  compared  to  182  in  1948.  The  crude 
death  rate  of  12-3  per  1,000  population  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of 
16-3  for  1948.  It  is  almost  the  same  as  the  rates  for  the  aggregate  of  West 
Riding  Urban  Districts  and  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County  ;  it  is 
slightly  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  If  statistical  adjustment 
is  made  in  accordance  with  the  age  constitution  of  the  population,  the  adjusted 
death  rate  is  11-3.  The  average  age  at  death  was  high,  and,  as  was  to  be 
expected,  cancer  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  accounted 
for  a  majority  of  the  deaths. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  9  stillbirths  in  1949  compared  to  6  in  1948.  The  stillbirth 
rate  of  47-1  is  nearly  twice  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Infant  Mortality 

The  infant  mortality  of  16  per  1.006  live  births  compares  favourably 
with  the  figure  of  26  for  1948,  and  is  one  half  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales,  and  less  than  a  half  the  figure  for  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  It 
must,  however,  be  recognised  that  when  dealing  with  small  numbers,  cori- 
siderable  fluctuations  may  be  experienced  either  favourable  or  unfavourable. 
The  three  deaths  recorded  were  due  to  congenital  abnormality,  prematurity 
and  cerebral  injury  during  birth.

SECTION  II. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

Staff 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the 
area  comprising  the  urban  districts  of  Otley  and  Illdey,  and  the  rural  district 
of  Wharfedale,  and  is  a  part-time  officer  of  the  three  districts.  A  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  employed  to  deal  with  the  important  work  of  environmental 
hygiene  for  which  the  Council  is  responsible.  He  has  been  assisted  during 
the  year  by  a  student  undergoing  his  course  of  practical  training. 

Ambulance  Service 

Ambulance  service  has  been  provided  from  the  Guiseley  Depot  of  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  Ambulance  Service.  An  ambulance  control 
depot  has  been  opened  at  Birkenshaw,  Bradford,  for  co-ordinating  local  calls 
and  to  deal  with  long  distance  calls. 

Since  the  Wharfedale  Joint  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  was  closed  in 
the  middle  of  the  year,  infectious  cases  have  been  conveyed  by  an  ambulance 
based  on  the  infectious  diseases  hospital  to  which  the  patient  was  being  sent. 
Some  difficulty  was  at  first  encountered  in  arranging  for  the  collection, 
disinfection  and  return  of  infected  bedding. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Materials  for  pathological  and  bacterial  investigation  may  be  sent  by  1  he 
Public  Health  Department  and  medical  practitioners  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  at  Leeds  and  Wakefield.  Chemical  analysis  of  water,  milk  and 
foods  is  undertaken  by  Messrs.  Richardson  &  Jaffe,  Public  Analysts,  Bradford. 

Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery 

H  ome  nursing  in  Otley  and  some  of  the  neighbouring  parishes  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  two  nurses  at  Otley.  A  full  time  midwife  deals  with 
domiciliary  midwifery  in  Otley  and  neighbourhood.  She  lias  obtained  a 
motor  car  under  the  scheme  of  priority  to  midwives  and  her  usefulness  is 
thereby  increased.  A  relief  district  nurse/midwife  was  engaged  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  and  she  will  be  available  for  holiday  reliefs. 

Maternity  Homs  Treatment 

The  General  Hospital,  Otley,  has  catered  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 
Considerable  strain  on  the  available  accommodation  was  caused  by  the 
closing  of  St.  Winifred’s  Nursing  Home,  Ilkley,  and  the  transfer  of  bookings  at 
that  Home  to  the  General  Hospital,  Otley.  The  situation  was  met  without 
serious  inconvenience,  and  only  a  few  cases  during  the  year  were  accommo¬ 
dated  at  Hazlewoocl  Castle  Maternity  Home,  Tadcaster. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

Sessions  are  held  twice  a  month  at  The  Child  Welfare  Centre,  The  Licks. 
Otley. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

Sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

School  Clinics 

Sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary 

Sessions  are  held  weekly  at  Whiteley  Croft,  Station  Road,  Otley. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinics 

Cases  of  Venereal  Diseases  are  referred  for  treatment  to  the  Special 
Department,  Leeds  General  Infirmary. 

Hospitals 

The  General  Hospital,  Otley,  receives  medical,  surgical  and  maternity 
cases  from  the  area.  Developments  during  the  year  have  enabled  more  cases 
requiring  the  services  of  a  specialist  to  be  dealt  with  at  Ot  ley  rather  than  to  be 
transferred  to  Leeds  as  was  customary  in  the  past.  The  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  Menston,  was  closed  in  the  middle  of  the  year  and  later  reopened  as  a 
long  stay  children’s  hospital. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  can  be  sent  to  the  Seaeroft  Hospital,  Leeds, 
The  Fever  Hospital,  Leeds  Road,  Bradford,  or  the  Harrogate,  Knaresborough 
and  Wetherby  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  at  Knaresborough. 

SECTION  III. 

HEALTH  AND  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  good  apart  from  an  outbreak  of 
measles  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  A  dry  and  hot  summer,  following  a 
mild  winter  with  a  deficiency  of  rain  and  snow,  caused  a  severe  water  shortage 
throughout  the  country.  The  district  of  Otley  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
come  through  the  summer  without  any  serious  inconvenience  to  the  popula¬ 
te 


tion.  Such  climatic  conditions  are  favourable  to  the  spread  of  intestinal 
diseases.  There  was,  however,  no  increase  of  water,  milk  and  fly-borne 
diseases,  and  no  serious  outbreak  of  food  poisoning. 

The  scheme  for  sewurage  on  the  north  side  of  the  River  Wharfe  has 
made  only  slow  progress.  A  scheme  to  extend  the  sew^er  up  the  Bradford 
Road  beside  Ellar  Ghyll  has  been  put  forward. 

Housing  has  been  a  matter  of  anxious  preoccupation  by  all  concerned. 
There  is  much  old  property  in  Otley  which  is  still  inhabited,  but  which  is 
only  fit  for  demolition.  In  many  cases,  the  dilapidations  have  gone  so  far  that 
it  is  impossible  to  restore  the  houses  to  a  state  of  good  repair  without  very 
heavy  expenditure  which  would  not  be  justifiable.  Action  to  enforce  restora¬ 
tion  of  these  houses  might  interfere  with  future  plans  for  slum  clearance.  So 
there  is  little  hope  of  a  slackening  in  the  demand  for  new  houses  for  many 
years.  There  are  still  14  families  living  at  the  Otley  Showground  where 
sanitary  conditions  still  leave  much  to  be  desired.  The  housing  schemes  at 
the  Kineholme  Estate  and  Prestwick  Close  were  completed  during  1949,  and 
building  activity  was  concentrated  on  the  Weston  Lane  scheme. 


SECTION  IV 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  346  notifications  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  1949 
compared  with  167  in  1948.  Measles  accounted  for  more  than  half  of  this 
number.  Whooping  cough  and  food  poisoning  numbered  65  and  37  respec¬ 
tively.  No  deaths  due  to  notifiable  infectious  disease  were  recorded. 

EVleasles 

In  contrast  to  1948  when  only  3  cases  of  measles  were  reported,  no  less 
than  188  notifications  were  received  in  1949.  These  cases  nearly  all  occurred 
as  the  result  of  an  epidemic  which  started  in  January,  reached  its  peak  in 
February,  and  had  died  down  by  the  end  of  March. 

Whooping  Cough 

Sixty-five  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  recorded,  more  than  half  of 
which  occurred  in  the  months  of  May,  June  and  July. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Only  9  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria 

Two  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  as  suspected  diphtheria,  and  in 
both  cases,  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

Poliomyelitis 

Seven  cases  were  transferred  to  hospital  for  observation  as  suspected 
cases  of  poliomyelitis,  but  only  3  cases,  one  male  and  two  female,  were  con¬ 
firmed.  In  only  one  case  was  the  illness  severe  ;  the  other  cases  recovered 
without  any  paralysis. 

Food  Poisoning 

Thirty -nine  notifications  of  food  poisoning  were  received  ;  many  of  these 
were  very  mild.  Investigations  were  carried  out  in  each  case,  but  in  no  case 
was  a  definite  cause  discovered.  A  food  poisoning  outbreak  occurred  at  a 
local  school  where  233  pupils  were  affected.  The  cause  was  infected  mince. 
Fortunately  the  symptoms  were  not  severe.

During  the  year  1949,  9  new  cases  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (5  male 
ancl  4  female)  and  4  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (1  male  and 
3  female)  were  reported.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1948  were  16  and  6, 
and  for  1947,  11  and  3.  There  was  therefore  a  substantial  fall  in  the  number 
of  notifications.  This  would  be  encouraging  if  it  could  be  attributed  to  a 
general  improvement  in  housing  and  other  living  conditions,  but  as  already 
emphasised,  housing  in  Otley  still  leaves  much  room  for  improvement.  Of  the 
11  cases  removed  from  the  register,  one  died,  one  case  was  transferred  to  the 
register  of  a  neighbouring  district,  one  case  had  left  the  country,  and  the 
remaining  7  cases  are  reported  to  have  recovered. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  support  during  the  year.  The  Clerk 
to  the  Council,  the  late  Mr.  F.  Laughey,  was  always  ready  to  assist  me  with 
his  advice  and  experience.  To  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  H.  R.  Whitaker, 
and  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  A.  A.  Pratt,  I  am  grateful  for  cordial 
assistance  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR,  1949. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration 
my  annual  report  for  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  19-19. 

The  report  which  follows  gives  a  brief  review  of  the  work  in  my  depart¬ 
ment,  and  the  sanitary  conditions  obtaining  in  your  District  during  my 
second  year  of  office. 

During  the  year  every  eflort  has  been  made  to  safeguard  the  public 
health  of  the  area,  to  which  end  prompt  attention  has  been  given  to  com¬ 
plaints,  nuisance  abatement,  infectious  disease  enquiries  and  the  control  of 

infectious  disease. 

Inspections  of  a  routine  nature  to  such  premises  as  bakehouses,  fried 
fish  shops,  food  preparing  premises,  dairies,  shops,  factories,  petroleum 
stores,  etc.,  have  been  made  as  often  as  has  been  possible,  but  not  so  frequent 
as  one  could  wish,  due  to  pressure  of  other  work. 

Housing  still  remains  the  major  problem  and  during  the  year  much  of 
my  time  has  been  spent  on  housing  enquiries,  with  special  regard  to  applicants 
for  Council  houses  seeking  to  better  their  points  position  so  as  to  secure  the 
tenancy  of  a  Council  house. 

Despite  a  busy  year,  my  work  has  been  interesting  and  I  would  here 
record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  kindly  help  and  support  throughout  1949. 

I  should  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  R.  A.  W.  Procter,  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  for  help  and  guidance  during  the  year,  also  my  thanks  to 
the  other  Officers  and  Members  of  the  staff  for  their  help  throughout  the 
year. 

The  passing  of  Mr.  F.  Laughey  (late  Clerk  to  the  Council)  was  very 
deeply  regretted  for  he  was  indeed  a  verj^  valuable  colleague  and  friend.

HOUSING 

Progress  in  house  building  during  1949  was  not  so  good  as  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  Otley  Urban  District  Council  provided  56  new  houses  and  three 
new  houses  were  provided  by  private  enterprise.  All  the  houses  provided 
were  of  a  “  permanent  ”  type.  The  total  figure  of  56  Council  houses  was  made 


up  as  follows  : — 

Kineholme  Estate  (completion). . 24  Houses 

Weston  Lane . 18  Houses 

Prestwick  Close . 14  Houses 


At  the  close  of  the  year  under  review  the  waiting  list  of  prospective 
Council  house  tenants  was  over  700,  so  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  problem 
of  housing  is  to  say  the  least,  very  acute. 

In  addition  to  the  problem  set  out  above  one  must  be  mindful  of  the 
many  dwelling  houses  in  the  area,  which  are  of  a  very  poor  type  and  in  a 
very  indifferent  state  of  repair,  houses  which  should  be  dealt  with  by  clear¬ 
ance  area  and  demolition  action.  This  of  course  means  more  houses  for 
rehousing  of  the  displaced  tenants.  In  the  meantime  only  “  first  aid  ” 
repairs  are  being  done  on  the  old  property  because  it  is  obviously  unfair 
to  ask  the  owners  to  expend  more  money  than  is  absolutely  necessary  on  these 
structures,  but  at  the  same  time  tenants  are  entitled  to  reasonable  living 
conditions. 
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House  owners  generally,  are  quite  willing  to  do  repairs,  and  it  has  been 
:my  experience  throughout  the  year  that  intimation  to  the  owners  that  works 
of  repair  were  necessary  has  been  sufficient  to  get  matters  put  right. 

Overcrowding  of  houses  in  the  area  does  for  the  most  part  receive  the 
attention  of  the  Council  through  the  housing  application  and  letting  pro¬ 
cedure,  for  it  can  be  truly  stated  that  all  persons  living  in  overcrowded  con¬ 
ditions  are  anxious  to  improve  their  standard  of  home  life,  and  they  therefore 
make  application  for  a  Council  house. 

That  the  Council  have  been  aware  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  standards  of 
overcrowding  as  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  is  shown  by  the  points 
system  adopted  by  the  Council.  This  points  system  sets  a  standard  of  over¬ 
crowding  which  is  definitely  to  the  advantage  of  the  housing  applicant  and 
in  cases  of  legal  and  near  legal  overcrowding,  secures  for  the  applicant  valuable 
points  in  favour  of  his  consideration  for  the  tenancy  of  a  Council  house. 

I  am  happjf  to  state  that  full  co-operation  has  been  maintained  between 
the  Housing  Department  and  the  Health  Department  on  all  matters  affecting 
housing  applicants  and  the  letting  of  houses. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949 — which  received  Royal  Assent  on  the  30th 
July,  1949,  amends  in  many  details  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  has  been 
stated  to  be  a  stage  in  the  National  Housing  Programme. 

One  of  the  most  important  changes  that  the  1949  Act  brings  is  the 
deletion  from  certain  parts  of  the  housing  acts  the  term  “  working  class.” 

The  effect  of  this  is  : — 

(a)  To  make  it  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  when  preparing  and 

submitting  to  the  Minister  proposals  for  the  provision  of  new  houses 
under  Section  71  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  to  consider  the  housing 
conditions  and  housing  needs  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  their  district, 
and  to  empower  the  authority  to  provide  housing  accommodation 
for  all  members  of  the  community  — and — 

( b )  To  bring  all  houses  within  the  ambit  of  the  provisions  of  part  2 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  relating  to  the  repair,  demolition  and 
closing  of  insanitary  premises. 

The  1949  Act  also  provides  for  financial  assistance  towards  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  housing  accommodation,  which  in  its  turn  has  brought  a  standard 
of  housing  which  may  well  be  taken  as  the  standard  against  which  properties 
likely  to  be  dealt  with  in  Clearance  and  Demolition  Schemes  may  be  classed. 

A  dwelling  provided  or  improved  with  assistance  under  Part  2  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1949  must  : — 

1.  Be  in  all  respects  dry. 

2.  Be  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

3.  Have  each  room  properly  lighted  and  ventilated. 

4.  Have  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water  laid  on  for  all 
purposes  inside  the  dwelling. 

5.  Be  provided  with  efficient  and  adequate  means  of  supplying 
means  of  hot  water  for  domestic  purposes. 

6.  Have  an  internal  or  otherwise  readily  accessible  water  closet. 

7.  Have  a  fixed  bath,  preferably  in  a  separate  room. 

8.  Be  provided  with  a  sink,  or  sinks  and  with  suitable  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water. 

9.  Be  provided  with  facilities  for  domestic  washing,  including 
a  copper  preferably  in  a  separate  room. 

10.  Have  a  proper  drainage  system. 

11.  Be  provided  with  adequate  points  for  artificial  lighting  in 
each  room. 
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12.  Be  provided  with  adequate  facilities  for  heating  each  habitable 
room. 

13.  Have  satisfactory  facilities  for  preparing  and  cooking  food. 

14.  Have  a  well  ventilated  laider  or  food  store. 

15.  Have  proper  provision  for  the  storage  of  fuel. 

16.  Have  a  satisfactory  surfaced  path  to  out  buildings  and  con¬ 
venient  access  from  a  street  to  the  back  door. 

The  foregoing  may  seem  to  set  a  high  standard,  but  the  amenities  and 
conveniences  listed  have  now  come  to  be  regarded  as  essential  to  a  decent  and 
healthy  life. 

The  Showfield  hutments  continued  to  be  used  throughout  1949,  but  at 
the  end  of  the  year  the  number  in  use  had  been  reduced  from  18  to  14.

CAMPING  SITES  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 


During  the  year  a  careful  watch  has  been  kept  on  all  camping  sites  and 
moveable  dwellings. 

•Clarion  Clubhouse,  West  Chevin  is  a  licensed  camping  site — with  provision 
for  a  maximum  of  50  campers.  At  no  time  during  the  year  has  the  camp 
been  used  to  capacity  and  moveable  dwellings  sited  there  consist  of  one 
converted  bus  body  and  one  trailer  type  caravan.  No  nuisance  was  found 
on  any  of  the  inspections. 
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WhitehOUSG  Farm,  Chevm  Sid®,  also  a,  licensed  camping  site  for  a  maximum 
of  50  campers  houses  eight  hutments.  Those,  on  inspection,  were  in 
order  and  no  nuisance  was  found. 

East  Busk  Lane — The  Orchard.  Two  moveable  dwellings  sited  on  this 
land  are  subject  to  individual  licences,  which  in  addition  to  the  control 
of  sanitary  conditions  imposes  also  a  control  on  the  length  of  time  that  the 
vans  may  occupy  this  site.  The  licence  is  renewed  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Council. 

Sftowfc'eld.  A  caravan  has  been  placed  on  the  Showfield  and  it  is  licensed 
for  a  period  of  six  months  only. 

1  Hagai  Camping.  Some  little  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year 
by  illegal  camping  by  gypsy  families.  The  sites  selected  by  them  were 
most  unsuitable,  and  were  not  provided  with  water  supply,  sanitary  ac¬ 
commodation  or  means  of  disposal  for  washing  water.  The  action  taken 
for  the  prompt  vacation  of  these  unsuitable  sites  proved  effective  in  all 
cases. 

NUISANCES 

The  investigation  of  nuisances  and  visits  to  check  on  abatement  of 
nuisances  accounted  for  a  total  of  1,438  inspections.  Of  662  nuisances 
found  during  the  year,  plus  26  outstanding  nuisances  from  1948,  673  were 
abated  at  31st  December,  1949,  thus  leaving  15  still  to  be  remedied. 

Statutory  notices  were  served  in  20  cases  all  of  which  were  complied  with 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  no  instance  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  action  for  the  abatement

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Public  water  supply  is  derived  from  March  Ghyll  reservoir  and  from 
Gooseland  Spring  and  Borehole  and  from  Dades  Well.  Throughout  the 
year  this  supply  has  proved  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  control  of  the  supplies  is  maintained  by 
routine  sampling,  bacteriological  samples  being  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Wakefield  and  the  chemical  samples  to  Messrs.  R  ichard  - 
son  &  Jaffe  (analysts)  Bradford.  Strict  check  is  also  kept  on  the  Ph.  value 
of  March  Ghyll  water  so  as  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of  plumbo -solvency. 
Of  18  bacteriological  samples  4  samples  (all  from  Dades  Well,  which  is  clas¬ 
sified  as  a  Rural  water  supply)  were  of  doubtful  purity.  This  was  thought 
to  be  due  to  interference  with  the  well  and  steps  were  taken  to  protect  the 
well  by  improvements  to  the  cover  and  the  construction  of  a  distributing 
tank.  7  chemical  tests  of  town’s  water  proved  satisfactory. 

The  Council’s  mains  supply  water  to  3,563  houses  and  30  houses  have 
private  water  supplies.  The  reason  for  retention  of  the  private  water  supply 
is  that  the  premises  are  either  too  isolated  or  at  too  great  a  height  to  be 
reached  by  our  existing  mains  supply. 

Eight  bacteriological  tests  of  private  water  supplies  were  taken  during 
the  year,  and  improvements  were  made  to  two  private  supplies,  which,  on 
sampling  had  been  shown  to  be  of  doubtful  purity. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE 

No  major  alteration  to  the  sewers  or  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have 
been  made  during  the  year.  Messrs.  Silcock  &  Simpson,  Consulting  Engineers, 
were  still  engaged  on  the  preparation  of  schemes  for  dealing  with  the  sewage 
from  the  north  side  of  the  river,  but  at  the  close  of  the  year  work  had  not 
been  started  on  the  scheme. 

Messrs.  Duncan  Barraclough  &  Co.,  Otley  Mills,  did  not  proceed  with  the 
scheme  for  conversion  to  water  carriage  system  as  proposed  (and  reported 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  1948),  and  it  is  under¬ 
stood  that  an  amended  scheme  is  to  be  submitted  for  approval  at  a  later 
date. 

Messrs.  Wm.  Ackroycl  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Otley  Mills,  converted  all  the  pail 
closets  in  the  mill  to  water  closets  and  intimated  their  intention  of  converting 
the  pail  closets  to  water  closets  at  the  Mill  Cottages,  Rkley  Road  in  the  near 
future. 

There  are  40  premises  in  the  area  not  served  by  the  Council’s  sewers. 
These  premises  are  either  isolated  by  distance  from  the  sewer  or  in  such  a 
position  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  connect  them  to  the  sewer.  The  premises 
without  sewers  are  in  the  main  catered  for  by  means  of  conservancy  types  of 
sanitary  accommodation  or  are  provided  with  cesspools. 


CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION 

Infectious  disease  enquiry  and  disinfection,  of  premises  was  given  prompt 
attention  in  all  cases. 

With  the  closing  down  of  the  Wharfedale  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  as 
an  infectious  diseases  hospital  fresh  arrangements  had  to  be  made  for  the 
reception  of  infectious  patients  by  other  hospitals. 
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Infectious  disease  patients  from  this  area  are  now  taken  for  treatment  to 
either 

Seacroft  Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  Leeds. 

Leeds  Road  Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  Bradford. 

Morton  Banks  Isolation  Hospital,  Keighley,  or 

Thistle  Hill  Hospital,  Knaresborough. 

Steam  disinfection  of  bedding  etc.,  where  necessary  is  done  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  by  spraying  with  Formalin  and 
then  fumigating  with  Formaldehyde  gas. 

During  the  year  under  review  17  premises  were  disinfected  (a  total  of  47 
rooms),  in  addition  to  which  2  rooms  and  contents  were  fumigated  on 
request  of  the  occupiers  following  deaths  from  malignant  disease,  and  3  lots 
of  bedding  were  returned  by  this  department  to  the  householder  after  steam 
disinfection  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

DISINFESTATION 

Bed  Bugs.  Twelve  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  (cimex  lectularius) 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Treatment  in  all  cases  was  by  D.D.T. 
or  Gammexane  preparations.  These  preparations  have  many  advantages 
over  the  older  methods.  D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  are  easj^  and  time 
saving  in  application  (either  in  smoke,  liquid  or  powder  form),  have  de¬ 
finite  insecticidal  properties,  but  yet  are  safe  in  use  (to  humans)  and  not 
the  least  valuable  property  is  that  of  “  residual  action  ”  by  leaving  a 
minute  deposit  of  lethal  (to  insects)  material  on  all  surfaces.  This  deposit 
retains  its  lethal  properties  for  many  weeks. 

A  strict  watch  was  kept  on  all  changes  of  tenancy  from  verminous  pre¬ 
mises  into  Council  houses  and  appropriate  action  was  taken  where  necessary. 

Other  Pests.  Which  included  fleas,  cockroaches  and  silverfish  were  dealt 
with  successfully  by  the  application  of  D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  in  smoke, 
powder  or  liquid  form  according  to  the  particular  place  and  type 
of  infestation. 

Rats  and  Mice.  48  cases  of  infestation  with  rats  and  7  cases  of  infestation 
with  mice  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  classify  rat  infestations  as  reservoir,  major  and  minor, 
according  to  the  estimated  number  of  rats,  but  in  all  the  48  cases  dealt 
with  none  could  be  classified  as  reservoir  or  major.  The  most  usual  case 
was  of  small  numbers  of  rats  getting  under  hen  houses,  hutments  and 
garages.  This  of  course  could  in  a  great  measure  be  avoided,  if,  during 
construction,  the  hutment  was  properly  set  on  a  brick  base  or  so  elevated 
as  to  leave  a  clear  space  beneath  the  building  and  so  eliminate  any  har¬ 
bourage  for  vermin.  In  all  cases  of  rat  infestation  advice  has  been  given 
on  rat  proofing. 

In  September,  1948,  a  10%  test  baiting  of  the  town’s  sewers  showed 
no  evidence  of  rat  infestation  and  further  inspections  throughout  1949  have 
shown  that  the  sewers  are  still  free  from  infestation. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION 

All  slaughtering  of  food  animals  is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Public 
Abattoir,  Bondgate,  in  accordance  with  the  Government  Scheme  of  cen¬ 
tralized  slaughtering.  All  meat  sold  in  the  Otley  Urban,  WhaUedale  Rural 
and  Aireborough  LTrban  District  is  dealt  with  at  the  Abattoir. 

The  scheme  of  centralized  slaughter  started  as  a  war  time  measure  in  1940, 
controls  the  meat  supply  of  the  district  from  the  buying  of  live  animals  to 
the  distribution  to  the  butchers’  shops. 
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The  Ministry  of  Food  purchase  food  animals  at  the  Cattle  Markets  and 
delivers  to  the  Abattoir.  There  I  have  the  opportunity  of  inspecting  the 
live  animals  as  a  preliminary  to  the  later  inspection  of  the  carcase  and  offals. 
The  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  Manager  is  responsible  for  the  super¬ 
vision  of  slaughtering  and  dressing.  At  this  stage  it  is  my  duty  as  your 
Meat  and  Foods  Inspector  to  examine  all  carcase  and  offals  and  reject  any 
meat  which  is  unsound,  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Sound  meat  is  then  graded  for  quality  by  the  Slaughterhouse  Manager 
and  the  representative  of  the  Wholesale  Meat  Supply  Association.  The 
meat  is  then  allocated  to  the  butchers  through  the  Butchers’  Association 
who  are  then  responsible  for  its  distribution  to  the  retail  butcher  according 
to  his  Food  Office  permits. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  cordial  co-operation  between  the  Ministry  of 
Food,  The  W.M.S.A.,  the  Butchers’  Association  and  this  Department  has 
existed  at  all  times  throughout  the  year. 

Casual  animals  receive  the  same  treatment  as  allocated  animals,  except 
of  course  that  casual  animals  are  not  purchased  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
until  pronounced  fit  for  food.  All  casual  animals  condemned  as  unfit  for 
food  are  a  total  loss  to  the  owner. 

In  addition  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  slaughtering,  private  owners  may  use 
the  Public  Abattoir  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  cottager  pigs  and  non-con- 
trolled  food  animals  (e.g.  goats)  for  which  a  fee  of  two  shillings  per  pig  and 
sixpence  per  goat  is  charged. 

Improvements  in  the  handling  of  meat  and  offals  were  made  during 
the  year,  the  most  noteable  being  the  setting  up  of  a  washing  bay  for  tripe 
and  the  provision  of  metal  offal  containers  for  use  during  distribution.

Therefore  in  1 949  the  total  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Abattoir  was  10,115 
as  against  8,036  in  1948  and  7,368  in  1947. 

The  number  of  casualty  animals  for  the  year  1949  (included  in  the  figures 
in  the  table  above)  was  1,082,  made  up  of  228  Cattle,  351  Calves,  85  Sheep 
and  418  Pigs.  The  casualty  figure  is  high,  representing  about  20  animals 
per  week.  In  many  cases,  because  of  the  very  nature  of  the  disease  or  mis¬ 
hap  that  has  caused  the  animal  to  become  a  casualty,  a  very  careful  and 
detailed  inspection  of  the  carcase  and  organs  is  essential  in  order  to  ensure 
that  only  meat  which  is  in  all  respects  fit  for  human  food  reaches  the  con¬ 
sumer. 

MEAT  DISTRIBUTED  FROM  THE  ABATTOIR 

In  addition  to  home-killed  meat  577  tons  17cwts  64£  lbs.  of  imported 
meat  and  offals  were  dealt  with  at  the  Abattoir.  This  added  to  the  weight 
of  home-killed  meat  (710  tons  3  cwts.  67^  lbs.),  gives  a  grand  total  of  1,288 
tons,  1  cwt.  20  lbs.  for  the  year.

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All  meat  and  offals  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  are 
stained  green  as  a  precaution  against  the  meat  being  used  for  human  food. 
The  condemned  food  is  then  taken  by  Contractors  employed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food  for  conversion  into  fats,  glue,  bonemeal  fertilisers,  etc. 

Other  condemned  foods  are  disposed  of  at  Ings  Tip. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1333. 

All  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Abattoir  are  humanely  stunned  by  “  Cash 
captive  bolt  pistol  ”  prior  to  slaughter.  All  slaughtermen  employed  at  the 
Abattoir  are  fully  experienced  in  the  use  of  the  gun,  and  are  duly  licensed 
to  perform  the  duty  of  stunning.  There  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint 
regarding  the  handling  of  animals  throughout  the  year. 

The  number  of  licenced  slaughtermen  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  35. 


MILK  SUPPLIES 

Milk  and  Dairies  Reputations,  1949,  also 
Milk  (Special  Designators)  Regulations,  1949. 

The  number  of  farms  within  the  Urban  District  at  which  milk  is  produced 
is  eighteen,  three  of  which  are  licensed  for  the  production  of  Accredited  Milk 
and  one  for  the  production  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

During  the  year  (up  to  1st  October,  1949),  39  visits  were  made  to  milk 
farms  and  44  cowshed  inspections  were  made.  Conditions  generally  were 
most  satisfactory.  Verbal  notices  with  regard  to  the  need  for  lime  washing 
in  three  instances  resulted  in  the  work  being  done. 

On  the  1st  October,  1949,  the  responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  the 
production  of  milk  and  inspection  of  cowsheds  was  transferred  from  Local 
Authorities  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  view  is  held 
by  many  of  my  profession  that  this  is  a  retrograde  step,  because  by  re¬ 
moving  local  control  and  substituting  therefor  the  control  of  a  central  Govern¬ 
ment  Department,  which  is  closely  identified  with  the  economics  of  farming, 
a  dangerous  and  unnescessary  surrender  has  been  made  in  public  health  con¬ 
trol. 

Twenty-five  dealers’  licences  and  five  supplementary  licences  were  issued 
by  the  Council  for  the  retailing  of  milk  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
(Pasteurised  ancj  Sterilized  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  and  Milk  (Special  Desig¬ 
nation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949.  Two  licences  were  for  the  sale  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  fifteen  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised) 
Milk,  and  thirteen  for  the  sale  of  “  Pasteurised  ”  Milk. 

ICE-CREAM 

During  the  year  eighteen  new  registrations  of  premises  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream  were  recorded.  Total  registrations  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  was  20.  Manufacture  of  ice-cream  is  not  carried 
on  to  any  great  extent  in  your  district.  It  can  be  stated  that  traders  in 
ice-cream  within  the  Urban  area  take  great  interest  in  the  hygienic  aspects 
of  its  production  and  distribution. 

The  itinerate  vendors  coming  from  outside  the  area  set  many  problems, 
for  many  use  unsuitable  carts,  vehicles,  stalls,  etc.,  and  are  ill  equipped  or 
not  equipped  at  all  with  apparatus  for  maintaining  hygienic  standards.  Dif¬ 
ficulty  is  also  experienced  in  keeping  observations  for  these  vehicles  because 
of  the  irregular  times  they  choose  to  enter  the  town,  and  their  control  entails 
especial  vigilance  at  holiday  times  and  week-ends. 

BAKEHOUSES,  FRIED  FISH  SHOPS,  CAFES,  ETC. 

These  premises  have  been  visited  during  the  year  as  often  as  has  been 
possible,  but  due  to  pressure  of  other  matters  this  has  not  been  sufficient  to 
satisf}^  myself  in  all  cases. 


It  is  hoped,  in  the  near  future  to  make  a  full  survey  of  these  premises 
with  a  view  to  bringing  them  up  to  the  standards  required  by  Section  13  of 
the  Foods  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

In  October,  1949,  the  Ministry  of  Food  issued  model  bye-laws  as  a  guide 
to  the  making  of  bye-laws  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices 
in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  sold  or  in¬ 
tended  for  sale  for  human  consumption,  and  in  connection  with  the  sale  or 
exposure  for  sale  in  the  open  air  of  food  intended  for  human  consumption. 

These  model  bye-laws  were  duly  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  and  a  recommendation  was  passed  to  the  Council  that  the  bye-laws 
should  be  adopted.  This  the  Council  resolved  to  do,  and  the  necessary 
actions  for  the  adoption  of  the  “  Clean  Food  Bye-laws  ”  were  commenced. 

Once  the  bye-laws  become  operative  they  should  prove  useful  in  con¬ 
trolling  many  aspects  of  food  handling  which  at  the  present  time  escape  the 
food  laws.  The  bye-laws  should  prove  especially  useful  in  the  control  of 
open-air  stalls. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE  RECOVERY. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  proceeded  throughout 
the  year  without  major  difficulty.  A  service  varying  from  7  to  9  days  was 
maintained  in  addition  to  which  shops  refuse  was  collected  each  Thursday. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  removal  of  trades  refuse  from  shops,  business 
premises,  etc. 

Regular  supervision  of  the  refuse  collection  services  and  disposal  points 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  service  comprises  the  following  staff  and  equipment  : — 

Refuse  Collection  :  One  Karrier  Bantam  7  cu.  yds.  refuse  vehicle  with 

driver  and  three  loaders  (this  vehicle  does  the  shops 
round  on  Thursdays). 

One  Karrier  Bantam  7  cu.  yds.  refuse  vehicle  with 
driver  and  two  loaders. 

Refuse  Disposal  :  One  man  (full  time)  and  one  man  (part  time). 

Salvage  Recovery  :  One  man  (part  time). 

A  total  of  nine  men  and  two  vehicles. 

The  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  vehicles  are  fitted  with  trailers  for  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  salvage  (waste  paper,  rags,  iron,  etc.).  Wages  and  conditions  of  the 
workmen  are  in  accordance  with  the  National  Union  of  Public  Employees 
Trades  Union  Rules.  Protective  clothing  is  provided  for  the  workmen. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  2,080  loads  of  refuse  was  collected.  This  re¬ 
presents  a  weight  (estimated  from  actual  weights  of  check  loads)  of  3,675  tons, 
the  result  of  138,108  visits  to  premises  and  7,000  vehicle  miles  running. 
Cost  per  ton  of  refuse  for  collection  and  disposal  was  18s.  9|-d. 

Ings  tip  continued  to  be  used  for  the  disposal  of  refuse.  The  method 
of  “  controlled  tipping  ”  is  used.  Throughout  the  year  every  attempt  to 
keep  the  tip  in  a  tidy  condition  has  been  made,  but,  due  to  a  serious  lack  of 
covering  material  certain  difficulty  has  been  experienced  and  three  outbreaks 
of  fire  have  occurred. 

On  one  occasion  the  help  of  the  Fire  Service  was  sought  and  with  the 
help  of  their  hose  and  equipment  the  fire  was  controlled. 

Without  doubt  much  of  the  trouble  experienced  with  fires  on  the  tip 
is  due  to  persons  entering  the  tip  area  in  the  evenings  and  at  week-ends  and 
disturbing  the  tipping  face.  In  addition  quite  an  amount  of  damage  is 
done  to  the  buildings  on  the  tip.  These  have  been  entered  and  salvaged 
material  interferred  with.  Late  in  1948  warning  notices  were  erected  on 
the  tip  fence  to  try  and  discourage  unauthorised  persons  entering  the  tip  area, 
but  in  February,  1949  one  of  the  boards  had  been  battered  beyond  all  future 
use.  Appeals  to  the  police  have  so  far  met  with  little  success. 
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The  salvaging  of  waste  paper,  iron,  rags,  carpets,  string,  bones  and 
bottles,  etc.,  continued  throughout  the  year.  Unfortunately  in  May,  disposal 
of  waste  paper  was  almost  impossible  and  an  explanation  of  the  circumstances 
was  given  in  June  in  a  Board  of  Trade  circular  (No.  142)  from  which  the  follow¬ 
ing  '  is  taken  : — 

During  the  months  that  have  since  elapsed,  a  number  of  circumstances 
have  arisen  resulting  in  a  comparatively  small  but  steady  surplus  of  waste 
paper  in  Group  13 — mixed  waste  papers  and  card  waste.  This  grade  is 
largely  derived  from  Local  Authority  sources  and  the  surplus  is  in  excess 
of  (lie  present  requirements  of  the  consuming  mills.” 

As  a  reult  of  this  state  of  affairs  the  Government  revoked  the  direction 
to  collect  all  forms  of  salvage.  Consideration  was  given  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee  to  the  future  of  salvage  collection  and  the  Council  were  asked  to 
approve  the  collection  of  such  salvage  as  could  be  stored  under  cover  and  the 
salvaging  of  only  the  better  class  of  waste  paper. 

This  was  agreed,  with  the  result  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  following 
Salvage  had  been  collected  and  disposed  of,  resulting  in  an  income  of  £336

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Once  again  the  public  conveniences  in  the  town  have  been  the  cause  of 
grave  concern  throughout  the  year.  The  usual  story  must  be  told  of  wilful 
abuse,  fouling  of  seats,  walls  and  floors  and  damage  of  fitments  and  buildings. 
Even  regular  cleaning  twice  per  day  (including  Saturday  and  Sunday)  has 
failed  in  some  cases  to  avoid  the  unpleasantness  of  some  intending  users 
finding  disgusting  and  insanitary  conditions. 

Progress  with  the  proposed  new  conveniences  has  been  slow  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  had  only  reached  the  planning  stage. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  existing  conveniences  in  the  Market  Place  are 
obsolete  and  inadequate.  The  conveniences  in  Grossgates,  which  serve  the 
bus  station  are  totally  inadequate,  a  point  which  is  much  emphasised  on  the 
occasions  (which  are  many)  when  two,  three  or  more  holiday  coaches  halt  on 
the  bus  station. 

The  need  for  public  sanitary  conveniences  on  the  Licks  was  discussed 
during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  plans  of  proposed 
conveniences  were  agreed  upon,  but  at  the  close  of  the  year  nothing  further 
had  been  accomplished. 

FACTORIES. 

The  number  of  factories  within  the  Urban  District  is  101  of  which  86  are 
factories  with  mechanical  power  and  15  without  mechanical  power. 

In  factories  without  mechanical  power  the  Local  Authority  is  responsible 
for  inspection  and  supervision  of  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature, 
ventilation,  drainage  of  floors,  sanitary  conveniences  and  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire  as  defined  in  the  Factories  Act,  1937. 

In  factories  with  mechanical  power  the  Local  Authority  is  responsible 
only  for  inspection  and  supervision  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  means  of 
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escape  in  case  of  fire.  Other  matters  in  power  factories  are  the  concern  of 
H.M.  Factories  Inspectors.

PRETROLEUM  (CONSOLS  DAT  I  ON)  ACT,  1928. 

Thirty-six  premises  were  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit 
and  petroleum  mixtures  during  the  year. 

Petroleum  spirit  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  is  defined  as  a  product  of 
petroleum  or  mixture  containing  petroleum,  which  when  tested  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  or  under  the  Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928.  gives  off 
an  inflammable  vapour  at  a  temperature  of  less  than  73  degrees  Fahrenheit. 
Carbide  of  Calcium  and  Cellulose  mixtures  are.  included  in  the  definition  of 
Petroleum. 

The  whole  of  the  licences  allow  for  the  storage  of  : 

32,400  gallons  of  petrol. 

575  gallons  of  cellulose  solution. 

168  pounds  of  calcium  carbide. 

No  breach  of  the  Act  was  met  with  during  the  several  visits  of  inspections 
made  to  these  licensed  premises. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1934.

HACKNEY  CARRS  AGES. 

Ten  Hackney  Carriage  Licences  were  granted  during  the  year,  and 
eighteen  Hackney  Carriage  Driver’s  licences  were  issued. 

All  vehicles  are  first  inspected  by  the  West  Riding  Constabulary  for 
mechanical  soundness  and  licences  are  witheld  until  a  certificate  of  suitability 
is  received. 

Drivers  must  satisfy  the  West  Riding  Constabulary  as  to  their  driving- 
capability,  and  a  certificate  of  suitability  must  be  received  by  this  Authority 
before  a  licence  is  granted. 

There  are  no  bye-laws  in  force  for  the  control  of  Hackney  Carriages,  nor 
is  there  a  specified  taxi  rank  within  the  area.  The  Council  prescribe  the 
fares  to  be  charged  and  the  method  of  arriving  at  the  charge.  No  complaints 
were  received  during  the  year. 

ATiVIOSPHERiC  POLLUTION. 

Twenty-seven  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  the  year,  as  a 
result  of  which  three  letters  of  caution  were  issued  to  offenders.  The  diffi¬ 
culty  experienced  by  managements  in  obtaining  the  grade  of  fuel  most  suited 
to  their  particular  plant  and  the  need  to  accept  inferior  grades  does  to  a  large 
extent  explain  away  the  smoke  nuisance  that  has  been  suffered  by  some. 

Most  managements  are  fully  alive  to  the  question  of  smoke  nuisance,  if 
only  from  the  economic  angle,  for  it  is  well-known  that  the  emmission  of 
dense  smoke  means  loss  of  fuel  by  the  escape  of  valuable  inflammable  hydro¬ 
carbons  with  the  flue  gasses. 

A  soot  deposit  gauge  for  the  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is 
stationed  in  the  Nursery  Gardens,  Westgate.  Thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Harris 
for  permitting  the  use  of  this  land  for  the  purpose  of  siting  the  gauge. 
Throughout  the  year  there  was  no  interference  with  the  gauge. 

The  site  of  the  gauge  is  representative  of  the  “  industrial  ”  part  of  the 
town,  but  even  so  the  pollution  figures  shown  overleaf  compare  favourably 
with  other  townships. 

The  gauge  collecting  bottle  is  changed  monthly  and  the  contents  of  the 
bottle  analysed  bv  Messrs.  Richardson  &  Jaffe,  Bradford,

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  ambulance  hut  at  Wharfemeadows  continued  to  be  maintained  by  the 
Council. 

During  the  year  repairs  were  made  to  the  roof  and  floor  of  the  hut. 

During  the  holiday  season  and  at  week-ends  during  summer  members  of 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  attend  at  the  hut  to  render  first  aid  to 
casualties  on  Wharfemeadows  Park.  The  service  is  well  used  and  much 
valuable  work  has  been  done  by  the  ambulance  workers. 

Six  first-aid  boxes  are  maintained  by  the  Council  at  the  following 
points  in  the  area  : — 

Bradford  Road 
Manor  Square 
Bridge  End 
Maypole  Square 
Pool  Road 
Leeds  Road 

These  are  inspected  regularly  and  replenishments  are  made  as  necessary. 

MORTUARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  mortuary  was  used  twelve  times  during  1949. 

A  set  of  post  mortem  instruments  is  available  on  loan,  for  use  at  the 
mortuary,  Pool  Road,  to  authorised  persons  on  application  to  the  Sanitary 
Department. 

The  mortuary  is  cleansed  regularly  as  a  routine  procedure,  and  is  at¬ 
tended  daily  when  in  use  and  thoroughly  cleansed  after  use. 
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
